Home Construction 
Reaches New Peak 


Menlo Park building continued at 
a high pitch during the first 27 days 
of September with permits issued 
for an all-time record of 49 new 
residences and a total of $537,500 
®orth of construction. 

The total authorized thus far in 
September put the month second 
only to August as the most active 
month in Menlo Park building his- 
tory. 

A total of $597,300 worth of build- 
ing permits were issued in August. 

The value of permits issued for 
fhe 49 new homes this month was 
$469,600. 

Permits issued during the week 
@nded Sept. 27 totalled $47,300 and 
included those for an $11,000 new 
home to be built by W. H. Starr at 
Middle avenue and Hobart street, an 
$18,000 home to be built by J. T. 
Ahern at 1180 Johnson avenue, a 
$12,600 residence to be built by Ed- 
win A. Meher at 1027 Del Norte ave- 
nue and for $400 worth of additions 
to a store being built by Esther 
Clintsman at Encinal avenue and 
El Camino Real.

$80,000 Building 
To Launch New 


4 Avenue Project 


Another major advance in Menlo 
Park’s business development ... an 
$80,000 building on Santa Cruz 
avenue to house a store of the 
Sprouse-Reitz company .. . will be 
undertaken shortly, it was announc- 
ed yesterday. 

The building will be the first 
unit in a group of store structures 
to be erected in the unimproved 
area on the north side of the 
avenue and east of the Presbyter- 
ian church property. 

This first structure, of 50 feet 
frontage and 121 feet deep, will be 
near the easterly end of the area. 

Announcement of the project was 
made jointly by Will L. Merryman 
and George Naylor of Menlo Park 
and Jerome Draper of Burlingame, 
whose realty offices handled the 
transactions. 

The brokers said the building for 
Sprouse-Reitz, a western chain op- 
eration of large variety stores, would 
be first step in eventual construc- 
tion along the entire frontage of 
more than 200 feet. 

The entire development will be 
planned for uniformity and attract- 
iveness, they said. 

Work on the Sprouse-Reitz unit 
is expected to begin next week, the 
brokers declared. : 

Announcement of the _ project 
came after superior court approved 
transactions involving a 50-foot lof 
formerly owned by the Perry estate 
and situated at about the center of 
the area. 

This lot was acquired by Char- 
les D. Culbertson, a San Fran- 
cisco investor, who traded it for 
the 50-foot site of the Sprouse-

purchased by Martin Steeling Jr., 
also of San Francisco, the an- 
nouncement said.

It looks to us as though council took the proper course on 
the basis of present use of nearby land and on the theory that 
a person should be permitted to realize return on a real prop- 
erty investment if construction can be shown to be non-detri- 
mental. 

The Brown case doesn’t end current issues over rezoning, 
and there will be others to confront the planning commission 
and council. No master zoning plan can be imposed without 
working some hardships, creating some advantages and there- 
fore being subject to change. All council can do in the future, 
as it did in the case just settled, is to give all sides ample op- 
portunity to be heard and then act in its best judgement on 
the basis of evidence.

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The Rent Control Issue 


Petitions Contend Ceilings Removal 
Will Improve MP Housing Situation 


In its petition to the city council 
for a public hearing on rent decon- 
trol, the Menlo Park fair rent com- 
mittee pointed out that in fol- 
lowing procedure recommended by 
the League of California cities it 
“explored two subjects to meet re- 
quirements of the housing and rent 
act of 1949”. 

These were: 

1. “That no shortage of rental 
housing exists so as to require rent 
control.” 

2. “That the situation if rents 
are decontrolled will continue to 
get better with more housing avail- 
able and at lower prices.” 

Last week’s article dealt with the 
committee findings in support of the 
first point and listed the group’s 
figures on total rental units, vacan- 
cies and the percentage of vacancies. 

This article will take up argu- 
ments advanced by the committee 
in support of the second point, 
drawing upon material contained in 
the second part of the petition un- 
der the heading “An Estimate of 
the Situation after Decontrol.” 

“We contend that the forces of 
supply and demand will, after a 
reasonable period, operate to cor- 
rect many of the inequities that now 
exist in the rental market,” the peti- 
tions states. 

“The situation at this time is such 
that those having rental units 


which have a ceiling below a figure 
*hich will allow them a fair return, 
are either withholding their units 
from the market or renting them at 
low net income and doing the least 
possible to maintain them. 

“It is not unreasonable to as- 
sume that when controls are lifted, 
some units not now rented will re- 
turn to the market. It is also 
reasonable to assume that ceiling 
prices which are untenable will be 
changed to a point which will al- 
low owners a fair return, proper 
maintenance and retention of 
their tenants. 

“In a socalled normal situation, 
if the owner raises his rent beyond 
a point where the housing provided 
is not commensurate with what can 
be provided elsewhere, the tenant 
moves. Prior to the war there exist- 
ed a very good rental market in this 
city. 

“There was not in 1939, 1940 or 
1949 any time when a dissatisfied 
tenant could walk out and find ex- 
actly the house that he wanted at 
his price. That situation will per- 
sist after controls are lifted.” 

The petition contends that rentals 
in Menlo Park are trending down- 
ward. 

“Actual prices on renewal of leases 
have gone down,” the committee 
states. “In one case from $110 to 
$90, or 18 per cent; another from

The committee attached to the 
petition reports from chambers of 
commerce of more than 20 other 
cities where decontrol has been ac- 
complished. 

“In no instance has any city in- 
dicated any distress among ten- 
ants,” the committee said. “Fur- 
ther, average rent increase have 
been found to be only from 8 to 10 
per cent. 

“In summary, we believe that de- 
control of rents will definitely better 
the situation of the tenants in Men- 
lo Park by making available hous- 
ing which is not now rented, and 
by placing landlords in a competi- 
tive market where they will have to 
offer more in the way of mainten- 
ance and services to prevent loss of 
tenants. 

“We believe that the decontrol of 
rents in Menlo Park will not have 
any adverse effect on the surround- 
ing communities.”
